Mayor  Discusses  City's  Subsidies 
To  Hospitals  In  Ctiarter  Day  Talk

Speaking  at  Charter  Day  exercises  on 
May  8  commemorating  the  180th  anni- 
versary of  the  Hospital.  Mavor  Vincent 
R.  Impellitteri  discussed  problems  affect- 
ing further  increases  in  the  City's  sub- 
sidies to  voluntary  hospitals  for  the  care 
of  residents  who  cannot  pay. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Board  of 
Estimate  in  the  new  budget  has  added

the  rates  paid  by  the  City  to  voluntarv 
hospitals  and  child-caring  institutions. 

Referring  to  the  1950  Annual  Report 
in  which  our  President.  John  Hay  Whit- 
ney, disclosed  that  NYH  had  contributed 
$2,500,000  in  free  care  and  in  treat- 
ment and  services  only  partially  paid  for 
by  patients  last  year  and  wound  up  with 
a  .S280,000  deficit,  the  Mayor  said : 

■'While  we  realize  that  these  increases 
fall  short  of  meeting  the  ward  costs  of 
voluntar\  hospitals  the  subsidy  we  would 
lia\e  liked  to  provide,  we  ask  you  to  be 
jjatieiit  ill  view  of  the  City's  tight  purse 
strings.  .  .  ." 

If  the  State  would  reimburse  New 
York  City  for  welfare  services  at  a  "real- 
istic and  equitable  level"  so  as  to  reflect 
present-day  costs,  the  Citv  would  be  able 
to  "do  something"  about  the  long- 
standing plea  for  the  voluntary  hospi- 
tals that  it  increase  its  subsidies,  the 
Mayor  declared. 

Mayor  Impellitteri  pledged  that  as 
soon  as  the  Legislature  convenes  again 
"we  shall  carry  our  campaign  to  Albany 
in  this  critical  matter  that  affects  our 
entire  municipal  economy." 

Mr.  Whitney  introduced  the  Mayor  as 
a  "member  of  The  Society  of  the  New- 
York  Hospital,"  telling  the  surprised  Mr. 
Impellitteri  that  "in  our  original  charter 
it  says  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  a 
member  of  the  Society  ex-officio." 

Sharing  the  speaker's  platform  in  the 
Nurses'  Residence  auditorium  was  Dr. 
Frank  Glenn,  surgeon-in-chief  of  the 
Hospital,  whose  topic  was  "The  New 
York  Hospital  and  Surgical  Progress." 

Observing  that  surgery  today  is  "so 
closely  related  to  and  dependent  upon 
the  rest  of  medicine  that  it  can  no  longer 
remain  isolated  or  work  alone."  Dr. 
Glenn  declared  that  the  merit  of  such  a 
medical  center  as  ours  lies  "in  the  availa- 
bility to  everyone  of  resources  main- 
tained by  each  department  through 
interdepartmental  cooperation."

As  THE  PI  LSE  goes  to  press.  1.746 
employees  of  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  lia\e  contributed 
82.535.76  to  the  Greater  New  York 
Fund  Drive.

Only  65  per  cent  of  our  employees 
have  thus  far  contributed  and  we  are 
approximately  $235  behind  last  year  s 
total  subscription  of  $2,770.84.

in  her  new  role  as  a  member  of  the 
■"Society  of  Geriatrics  Anonymous"  (her 
own  expression),  for  she  has  just  too 
many  things  lined  up  for  the  future.  To 
mention  a  few  items  on  her  agenda,  she 
plans  to  visit  her  98-year-old  mother  in 
Fredericton.  New  Brunswick,  take  a  trip 
to  the  West  Coast,  spend  her  winters  in 
Florida.  And  if  that  doesn't  keep  her 
almost  as  busy  as  she  has  been  in  her 
duties  here  as  associate  director  of  the 
Nursing  Service  and  associate  dean  of 
the  Nursing  School,  she  can  always 
|)ractice  her  scales  on  the  piano  or  join  a 
choral  group.  Music  was  Miss  Parker's 
first  love  and  she  taught  that  subject  in 
her  native  Canada  before  she  decided  to 
combine  teaching  with  nursing. 

One  thing  is  definite,  however:  Miss 
Parker  will  have  to  learn  how  to  cook 
come  June  30. 

"Having  no  such  native  ability,  you 
needn't  be  surprised  if  you  see  me  back 
in  the  cafeteria  line  someday  looking  for 
some  good  food."  she  confided  to  stu- 
dents and  faculty  of  the  Nursing  School 
at  a  dinner  they  gave  in  her  honor  on 
May  22  in  the  Residence.

Thirty-nine  vears  ago  this  August, 
a  young  man  of  twenty-two  decided  to 
forsake  his  budding  career  in  politics 
and  apply  for  a  job  at  The  New  York 
Hospital.

James  Marone  ("Jimmy' 
to  practically  everyone  here  I  says  he  has 
never  regretted  his  choice. 

Assistant  head  of  Information  since 
1947.  Jinimv  has  held  down  a  variety  of 
responsible  jobs  since  he  came  to  the

Hospital  in  1912.  That  fact  coupled 
with  his  phenomenal  memory  makes 
him  sort  of  an  unofficial  historian  of  the 
Hospital,  for  he  can  fill  in  the  color  and 
detail  that  makes  records  and  minutes 
seem  less  like  bare  outlines  of  the 
glorious  past.  If  you  want  to  spend  a 
delightful  hour  or  so.  offer  Jimmy  a 
comfortable  chair,  a  pack  of  cigarettes 
and  a  deep  ashtray  and  let  him  talk.  Old 
NYH  —  and  old  New  York  —  ah!

At  sixty-one,  Jimmy,  shown  here 
at  his  desk  in  the  Information  De- 
partment, still  has  a  sense  of  hu- 
mor and  a  helpful,  willing  manner 
—  qualities  that  have  endeared  him 
to  all  who  have  known  him  during 
his  39  years  at  the  Hospital. 


It  was  Jimmy's  love  for  his  native 
New  York  City  that  brought  him  to 
NYH  in  the  first  place.  Born  on  the 
lower  East  Side,  he  had  become  a  page 
for  a  group  of  Tammany  officials  soon 
after  his  graduation  from  La  Salle 
Academy.  William  Sulzer.  later  a  gover- 
nor of  New  York,  "Big  Tim"  Sullivan 
and  other  Tammany  tribesmen  of  im- 
portance maintained  quarters  in  the 
Peter  Stuyvesant  Mansion,  across  from 
St.  Mark's-in-the-Bouwerie  and  Jimmy 
carried  messages  to  and  from  the  man- 
sion to  Tammany  Hall.  When  he  was 
asked  to  go  to  Albany,  however,  to  be- 
come a  page  in  the  Legislature,  he  de- 
cided to  resign  and  stay  in  New  York. 
On  a  tip.  he  hurried  up  to  West  16th 
Street  and  got  a  job  on  the  night  staff 
of  the  Hospital. 

In  those  days  a  man  had  to  be  a  jack 
of  all  trades  and  that  Jimmy  was.  Under 
the  title  first  of  assistant  night  superin- 
tendent and  later  of  night  superinten- 
dent. Jimniv  recalls  that  he  performed 
admitting  clerk  duties,  ran  the  switch- 
board, worked  on  accounts  payable,  ran 
the  elevator,  served  as  an  OPD  cashier, 
dispatched  the  ambulances  (which  in- 
cluded sending  the  elevator  man  up  to 
wake  drowsing  interns),  helped  the 
physicians  in  the  Accident  Ward  put 
sutures  in  lacerated  scalps,  took  Schick

Tests  and  teinpeialures.  ran  the  G-U 
Clinic  and  was  a  one-man  public  rela- 
tions department,  feeding;  information  to 
the  press  and  answering  reporters' 
intjuiries. 

Those  were  hurly-burly  days  on  the 
sidewalks  of  New  York  and  the  NYH 
ambulances  were  kept  miijhty  busy  |)i(  k- 
insi  up  \ictims  of  gan<isters"  uun  play, 
ward  politicians'  brawls  and  blazes  in 
industrial  fire-traps  such  as  the  tragic 
one  in  the  Triangle  Shirtwaist  Factory. 
Hired  for  a  12-hour  day.  Jimmy  esti- 
mates that  he  was  more  apt  to  average 
14  to  16  hours  and  that  for  one  six- 
month  stretch,  he  didn't  have  a  single 
day  off. 

World  War  I  years  were  especially 
hectic  but  challenging  in  Jimmy's  career 
here.  In  the  summer  of  1916.  a  polio 
epidemic  struck  the  city  and  at  the  re- 
(juest  of  the  Department  of  Health.  NYH 
undertook  to  equip  and  maintain  a  tem- 
porar\  branch  for  the  treatment  of  polio 
\  ictims  in  a  building  on  East  59th  Street 
formerlv  occupied  by  the  Orthopedic 
Hospital.  Dr.  Thomas  Howell,  superin- 
tendent of  NYH.  put  Jinniiy  in  charge  of 
administering  the  llO-bed  operation 
with  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Roper,  now  a  Con- 
sultant in  Medicine,  in  charge  of  the 
medical  staff.  With  everyone  quaran- 
tined. Jinnnx  and  the  others  were  virtual 
prisoners  for  two  months. 

■'It  was  the  toughest  summer  I  can 
recall,''  says  Jimmy. 

When  World  War  I  draft  boards  were 
set  up.  Jimmy  assisted  with  physical 
exams  for  the  boys. 

During  the  flu  epidemic  of  1917-18. 
the  59th  Street  edifice  again  became  a 
hospital  and  Jimmy  was  in  charge. 

"That  was  really  a  nightmare  with  as 
many  as  ten  people  dying  each  day  and 
the  ambulance  constantly  bringing  more 
victims  to  the  overcrowded  building." 
he  recalls. 

Jimmy  performed  his  multitudinous 
duties  until  the  Hospital  moved  uptown 
to  its  present  location  in  1932.  With  the 
amalgamation  of  several  other  institu- 
tions within  the  Center  and  with  the 
change  in  the  physical  setup  of  the 
plant.  Jimmy  became  the  night  clerk  in 
Information,  working  on  a  9  P.M.  to 
7  A.M.  shift.  By  that  time,  his  penchant

Death  Takes  Four, 
Long  On  Center  Staff 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  THE 
PI  LSF  reports  the  death  of  four  long- 
time members  of  the  Center  staff. 

Dr.  William  L.  Russell,  medical  di- 
recloi  emeritus  of  the  Westchester  Divi- 
sion and  professor  of  psychiatry 
emeritus.  Medical  College,  died  April  1 
of  heart  disease  in  Santa  Barbara.  Calif, 
at  the  age  of  <!7.  The  previous  day  Dr. 
Robert  W.  Hunt,  associate  attending 
surgeon  in  urology  and  assistant  profes- 
sor of  clinical  sugery.  Medical  College, 
succumbed  in  New  York  City  at  the  age 
of  46.  Leighton  Gladd.  a  member  of  the 
house-keeping  staff  of  the  Hospital  for 
15  vears.  died  May  6  of  a  fractured  skull 
suffered  when  he  fell  down  the  stairs  in 
his  home.  On  May  22.  Carl  Zernitz, 
orderly  on  F-9E.  died  at  home  of  a 
heart  attack. 

Dr.  Russell,  a  leader  in  the  planning 
and  building  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic,  was  psychiatric  di- 
rector of  The  Societv  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  from  1926  to  1936.

Dr.  Hunt,  who  served  his 
residency  at  Brady  Foundation  here, 
was  a  major  in  the  Army  Air  Forces 
during  World  War  11.  Mr.  Gladd.  who 
had  been  a  wall  washer,  was  employed 
here  since  January.  1936.  Mr.  Zernitz 
came  to  NYH  in  December.  1944.  and 
had  served  on  several  surgical  floors.

With  104  men  and  women  receiving 
citations,  The  New  York  Hospital  led  all 
hospitals  in  the  city  in  the  number  of 
volunteers  who  were  honored  at  the 
United  Hospital  Fund's  eleventh  annual 
Awards  Meeting.
